Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $514.00 
as the Town’s share for the studies and operations of the Southwestern New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. 

A motion to accept Article 5 as written passed. 

Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,412.00 in support of the services of the Monadnock Community Visiting Nurse 
Association Inc. 

A motion to accept Article 6 as printed passed. 

Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $128.00 
to support the Monadnock Region Association for the year 1980.

A motion to accept Article 9 as printed, passed. 

Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,500.00 for an emergency legal fund, to be used in the event that the State of New 
Hampshire selects a bypass route of N.H. Route 101 for Dublin which passes 
through Harrisville. This money will be spent at the discretion of the Selectmen to 
defray legal expenses which may be incurred in pursuing the Town of Harrisville’s 
position related to Route 101 as adopted at Town Meeting in March 1977. Such 
monies will be returned to the General Fund in the event that legal action is not 
required. . 

It was moved to amend this Article by deleting the last sentence. 

Original motion as amended accepted. 

Article 11: To seeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 
in the support of the Grand Monadnock Arts Council (by petition). 

A motion to accept Article 11 as read passed. 

Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to designate certain roads listed below as 
Scenic Roads in accordance with RSA 455 as amended and RSA 253 (by petition). 

1. Venable Road, connecting Old and New Harrisville Roads. 

2. No. 4 Hill Road, connecting MacVeagh Road and Old Harrisville Road. 

3. Sections of Old Harrisville Road from Dublin Town Line to No. 4 Hill Road. 

A motion to accept Article 12 as read passed. 

Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,400.00 to purchase hydraulic plow and attachment for Highway Department 
Jeep Truck. 

A motion to accept Article 13 as read passed. 

Article 14: To see what sums of monies the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to provide Hospital and Medical Insurance for full time Town employees 
with at least one full year employment. 

Warren Thayer discussed different Insurance coverages, and moved to amend 
the article to raise $1,600.00 to fund this Article. 

A motion to accept Article 14 as amended was accepted. 

Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,500.00 to be placed in a Sinking Fund and to be added to in subsequent years by 
vote of the Town. Purpose of the Fund is to purchase a vehicle for the Police 
Department to be used as a Police Cruiser. These funds raised under provision of 
the Capital Reserve Act of 1943 Chapter 160 as amended (by request). 

Douglas Morse explained the Article and questions were answered. 

Voted on by a yes and no paper ballot: Total ballots92 Yes60 No32 

A motion was made to keep the polls open until the end of the meeting, passed. 

Returning to Article 2: Warren Thayer discussed the budget for the Town for the 
year 1980. 

A motion was made to raise and appropriate the sum of $145,724.00 as the 
operating budget for the ensuing year. 

Amendment was offered to the budget to increase the Fire Department budget 
by $365.00. 

A motion to accept the Budget as amended was passed. 

Article 16: To hear reports of agents, Committees or Officers chosen and pass 
any vote related thereto. 


The Moderator called attention to the reports of various agents, committees or 
officers chosen as printed in the Town Report. 

A motion to accept them as printed passed. 

Article 17: To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting. 

It was moved to see if the Town of Harrisville will vote to prohibit the trans- 
portation through and the storage of hazardous and radioactive materials and 
dumping of hazardous and radioactive materials within the town lines of 
Harrisville. 

Amendment offered to read: To see if the Town of Harrisville will vote to 
prohibit the transportation through and the storage of hazardous waste and 
radioactive materials and the dumping of hazardous waste and radioactive 
materials within the town lines of Harrisville, except for medicinal purposes. 

First motion as amended accepted. 

It was moved to see if the Town will vote to prohibit the use of any and all 
chemicals for the spraying of power lines and sides of roads, for the control of 
brush, where such chemicals are a threat to life or our water supply. 

Second motion as read accepted. 

A motion was made to see if the Town would vote that all dogs will be confined to 
the owner or keeper’s property on a year round basis ‘“‘When walking a dog’’ to 
mean the dog shall be under control of the said walker. 

The selectmen will have posted in some public places and local newspaper notice 
that enforcement of this law will become effective immediately, and will have 
copies made and presented to each owner, by the Town Clerk, on payment of the 
dog license fee. All violators will be prosecuted according to the present Town 
Law. 

This motion was voted on by a secret yes and no ballot. Results: Total Ballots 
63 Yes 27 No 36

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,500.00 to be spent at the descretion of the Selectmen to defray legal and other 
expenses which the Town may incur in pursuing its position as adopted at Town 
Meeting in March 1977 relative to a Route 101 relocation through Harrisville. Such 
monies will be returned to the General Fund in the event that it is not expended for 
the intended purpose. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to petition the Representatives and 
Senators who represent the Town in the General Court to support in the current 
session of the General Court, the concurrent resolution to amend the State Con- 
stitution to limit the annual increase in property taxes to five percent and to limit 
the annual increase in spending by the State or any city, or town, or other govern- 
ment unit of the State to five percent. (By petition). 
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Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to permit Total Environmental Action 
Foundation to occupy and use, as a non-conforming use, the Lawrence W. Rathbun 
property consisting of 250 acres, a house and out buildings as an Environmental 
Education Center to further its Energy Education, Research and Design Work. 
Presently the house would be used for office and class room space. Over a period of 
up to ten years several additional structures may be required. The land would be 
managed and maintained much in its present state for its forest and agricultural 
value. (By request). 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a gift a 1973 Dodge Step Van 
from the Harrisville-Chesham Fire Department. This vehicle to be used as a 
Rescue Van and shall be insured, housed, and maintained by the Town from date of 
acceptance. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $10,000.00 to purchase a suitably equiped police cruiser. To further 
authorize the Selectmen to withdraw $1,500.00 from the Capital Reserve Fund and 
to apply for Federal, State or other aid as may be available to partially or fully 
reimburse the Town for the purchase of said police cruiser. 

Article 16. To see what sum of monies the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for maintenance, insurance, and all operating expenses of police cruiser 
referred to in Article 15 above, or take any other action relating thereto. 

Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,500.00 to be used to purchase a twoacre lot on the Harrisville-Chesham Road for 
the purpose of constructing a fire station. This property is presently owned by 
Cersosimo Lumber Co. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $102,250.00 to construct a new Fire Station. Funds to be raised as follows: to 
raise $12,250.00 in 1981 by taxes; the balance of $90,000.00 to be raised by the 
issuance of nine equal notes of $10,000.00 each, the first note coming due in 1982 and 
one note coming due each year for a period of eight years thereafter. To further 
authorize the Selectmen to determine the date and place of payment of such notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon and to take such other steps as may be 
necessary to negotiate such notes as shall be to the interest of the town of 
Harrisville. 

Article 19. To hear reports of agents, committees or Officers chosen and pass 
any vote related thereto. 

Article 20. To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting.

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account 
groups of the Town of Harrisville for the year ended December 31, 1980 and have 
issued our report thereon, dated January 13, 1981. As part of our examination, we 
reviewed and tested the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent 
we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted 
auditing standards. Under these standards, the purpose of this evaluation is to 
establish a basis for reliance when determining the nature, timing and extent of 
other such auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the 
financial statements. Our study and evaluation disclosed no weaknesses that we 
consider to be material. However, we offer the following comments to assist the 
Town in improving their financial operations. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Town Clerk: 

The Town Clerk maintains her own checking account in the name of the Town of 
Harrisville. However, she does not remit to the Treasurer’s Account on a timely 
basis. Serious consideration should be given toward depositing direct to the town 
account. 


PUBLICATION REQUIREMENT 


The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:1 require that only this letter be published in the 
next annual report of the Town. 

We recommend that you also publish the accompanying financial statements, 
footnote disclosures and auditor’s opinion in their entirety in your next report. If 
you decide to publish the accompanying financial statements, you must include 
both footnote disclosures and our auditor’s opinion as part of the Town report. In 
addition, the auditor’s report may not be published without the accompanying 
financial statements and footnotes. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Harrisville for their 
assistance during the course of our audit.

TOWN OF HARRISVILLE 
NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNT POLICIES: 

The accounting policies of the Town of Harrisville conforms to generally ac- 
cepted accounting principles for local governmental units except as indicated 
hereinafter. The following is asummery of significant accounting policies. 


Basis of Accounting 

The accrual basis is used for all fiduciary funds. Governmental funds utilize the 
modified accrual basis whereby revenues are recorded when measurable and 
available. Expenditures are recorded when the liability is incurred (accrual basis) 
except: 


a. Disbursements for inventory items (materials and supplies) are con- 
sidered expenditures at the time of purchase. 
b. Prepaid expenses are not normally recorded. 


General Fixed Assets 

Fixed assets acquired or constructed for general government services are 
recorded as expenditures in the fund making the expenditure. Fund used to 
acquire general fixed assets and/or debt service payments on borrowings in 
connection therewith are accounted for as expenditures in the year payments are 
made. This is contrary to generally accepted accounting principles which require 
that general fixed assets be capitalized and accounted for in a separate fixed asset 
group of accounts. 


Investments 
Investments are stated at cost. 


Continuing Appropriations 

Appropriations for certain projects and specific items not fully expended at 
year-end are carried forward as continuing appropriations to the next year in 
which they supplement the appropriations of that year. At year-end, continuing 
appropriations are reported as a component of fund balance. 

The appropriated fund balance at December 31, 1980 is detailed as follows:

Taxes Collected for Others 


The town collects taxes for Harrisville School District and Cheshire County 
which are remitted to them as required by law. These funds are accounted for as 
agency funds. 


Inter-Fund Transactions 

During the course of normal operations, the Town has numerous transactions 
between funds including expenditures and transfers of resources to provide ser- 
vices, construct assets and service debt. The accompanying governmental and 
fiduciary funds financial statements reflect such transactions as transfers. 
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Property Taxes 

Annually, the Town establishes an amount for abatements, discounts and 
refunds of property taxed revenues known as overlay. All abatements, discounts 
and refunds are charged to overlay. 

As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector sells at tax sale, all uncollected property 
taxes in the following year after taxes are due, where applicable. The purchaser at 
tax sale has a priority tax lien on these properties and accrues interest at 11% per 
annum. Delinquent taxpayers must redeem property from tax sale purchasers. 

Property is sold to the party who will accept a lien for the least undivided in- 
terest in the property for payment of taxes and related costs due. If property is not 
redeemed within the two year redemption period, the property is tax-deeded to the 
lien holder. 


2. PURPOSE OF FUNDS AND ACCOUNT GROUPS. 

The Town reports its activities in numerous individual funds to comply with the 
limitations and restrictions placed on both the resources made available to the 
Town and the services provided. Individual funds and account groups summarized 
in the accompanying financial statements are classified as follows: 


A. Governmental Funds 

These funds are intended to provide recurring general services. They are 
controlled by a budget approved by the voters. 

General Fund — used to account for all revenues and expenditures which are 
not accounted for in other funds or account groups. 

Special Revenue Funds — used to account for specific restricted revenues 
and expenditures for various purposes. Receipts and expenditures of each fund 
are governed by the terms of contractural agreements, statutes or local law. 


B. Fiduciary Funds 

Trust and Agency Funds — these funds are used to account for assets held by 
the Town in a fiduciary capacity for various purposes including cemetery 
operations, and taxes collected for other governmental units. Receipts and 
expenditures of each fund are governed by statutes or local law. 


3. BUDGET 

The Town budget represents departmental appropriations as authorized by 
annual or special town meetings. The Selectmen may transfer funds between 
operating categories as they deem necessary. State law requires that the annual 
budget be balanced between estimated revenues and expenditures but provides for 
use of beginning fund balance as an offset against expenditures. Beginning fund 
balances were applied to 1980 budgeted operations as follows:

With our Annual Fund Drive we purchased a 1973 Dodge Step Van, that will be 
used as a Rescue Van, and equipment, that will be used for rescue related calls. We 
thank all the people for their donations, that made this possible.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Bood Business. Forest 
Fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey Bear since the 
late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the spread of forest fires was 
implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and suppression 
was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before this national cam- 
paign, when our legislature established our first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that 
date, the State has appointed a town/city forest fire warden who is responsible for 
forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must be ap- 
proved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All forest fires 
must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as they are reported. 
The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the town/city and the State of New 
Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has given New 
Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United States.

REPORT OF THE FIRE STATION STUDY COMMITTEE 
SYNOPSIS REPORT FOR 1980 


Because of the length and detailed nature of the full report, what follows is 
only a re-cap of that information. Copies of the full report have been filed with 
The Selectmen and made available to all voters through a personal distribution 
effort, and from free pick-up service in The Selectmen’s office, Raynor’s Store 
and the Post Office. 


The initial report of this committee (Town Reports for 1979) outlined the work 
progress and related findings for the period April 5 to December 31, 1979. Without a 
detailed ‘‘re-hash’’ of the actual steps involved in that initial work, it should be 
noted here that it was clearly established that a serious problem did exist in the 
current dual-facility (Fire Station) set-up. 

With this in mind, the committee set about early in 1980 to give further in-depth 
study to all aspects of that initial conclusion, and seek the best long-range solution 
and recommendation for the Town Meeting on March 10, 1981. 

The in-depth study efforts of the committee during 1980 led to four possible 
general approaches to solving the stated problems: 

1. Ignore the problems and do nothing. 

2. Retain and modernize both stations — and expand one or the other. 

3. Retain both stations — modernizing and enlarging the Harrisville station 
and repairing and minimally maintaining the Chesham station. 

4. Build one new centrally located facility designed to fully meet the im- 
mediate needs and provide for future expansion if necessary. 

The full report outlines in considerable detail the efforts given to the study and 
disposition of each one of these options — and the related material used in making 
the decisions which led to the final development of the article found in the Town 
Warrant in another section of this book.

REPORT OF HISTORIC HARRISVILLE, INC. 


During 1980, Historic Harrisville undertook a major renovation of the Harris 
Sorting and Picker House (formerly occupied by Cheshire Woolens, Inc.). A 
notable addition during the recent construction was the installation of a second 
floor in the taller, Picker House section. This floor was never installed after the 
building renovated following its partial destruction at the time of the Craven & 
Willard Mill fire of 1882. The entire space has now been leased to Solar Vision, Inc. 
publishers of ‘‘Solar Age’’ magazine. 

The consideration of a major highway construction project close to the village 
prompted Historic Harrisville to undertake a review of the boundaries of the 
National Register District to see if in fact they were drawn properly. Based on that 
review, we filed a nomination for an expanded district to include both the visual 
setting of the village and the location of the former agricultural homesteads from 
which the later industrial village grew. This nomination, if accepted, would only 
expand that part of Harrisville which is included in the National Register of 
Historic Places and would have no effect whatsoever on the town established and 
administered Historic District. 

1981 promises to be a busy year for Historic Harrisville as it hopes to begin fund 
raising for and restoration of the Winn Boathouse (formerly the Dublin Stage 
Blacksmith Shop). It will also include the 10th anniversary celebration of the 
foundation. 

Historic Harrisville is a public, non-profit foundation and we welcome anyone to 
our meetings which are usually held on the last Saturdays of April and October.

The Film Program and Story 
Hours were well attended. Our exhibits on gardening, travel and the Library 
received much attention. Everyone enjoyed sharing Ron Trudelle’s photos and 
Mrs. Louis Carey’s basket and postcard collections. Mrs. Herbert Allen and the 
children again had the opportunity to encounter and enjoy one another during a 
Saturday morning portrait-sketching session. The students of the Harrisville 
School put together an astonishing haunted house for Halloween and a few high 
school students set up an appropriate bulletin board display for Thanksgiving. At 
Christmas, we were pleased to have on display a handsome Creche, as well as a 
pod & cone wreath, fresh greenery and other holiday decorations from Mrs. 
Wellington Wells, Jr. 

Many who attended our Library Tea still comment on the successful Book Sale — 
so many books! — and the charming Fairy Tale Quilt. The Friends of the Library 
sponsored a field trip to Boston which included visits to the Boston Public Library, 
the Boston Commons, complete with Swan Boat ride, and the Children’s Museum. 

Circulation for the year was 7055. The two visits of the Bookmobile provided us 
with 913 volumes, while 19 were borrowed directly from the State Library and 175 
from local Libraries. 

This past year we added 240 books to our collection and withdrew 64. The 
volumes in our Library now total 4771. The Library has subscriptions to 18 
magazines and receives an additional 6 magazines as gifts.

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MARL-HARRIS FIRST AID AND EMERGENCY SQUAD, INC. 
1980 SERVICE REPORT 


For the period January 1 thru December 31, your ambulance responded to 142 
calls. This was our busiest year since the founding of the service. There were 89 
emergency calls, 39 non-emergency, 7 accidents with 10 patients, 7 stand-by which 
include 3 drills; 2 at the pony club, 1 bomb scare and 1 fire. Other than transporting 
to the Keene hospital, we transported patients to the following hospitals: Peter- 
borough, Manchester, N.H.; Mass. General and Hanover. 

The ambulance and equipment are in good condition and have passed the in- 
spections. 

During the past year through the generosity of the donors we were able to pur- 
chase a new debt-free ambulance, related equipment and 24 section slide tape 
training films which will enable us to completely review the EMT Ist aid program. 
We thank all of the donors and we thank the numerous donors of equipment for use 
with the ambulance. 

We thank the families who have remembered the Ambulance Service with 
Memorial Funds, in lieu of flowers. A special thanks to the organizations and 
groups that sponsor suppers and programs for our benefit. 

We wish to thank the Fire Dept. and the Police Dept. for their help and 
cooperation. We sincerely appreciate it. 

All of the above and all of the services we provide are done without any Tax 
Dollars. 

Marl-Harris is in a very serious situation. There is a possibility that our high 
school students will be going to Keene. If this is so, our Ambulance Service is in 
jeopardy. There is a possibility that the service will not be able to serve the towns. 
State law mandates we must be in service 24 hours a day, not at night only. During 
the day presently, very well-qualified high school students man the ambulance. 
Approximately half of our runs are between 7:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m. If the high 
school students go to Keene, we will have to have someone to take their place or go 
out of service. 

We have appealed to the townspeople many times stating our needs and we have 
had very poor response. This is the reason why we went to the high school students. 
They have performed excellently. We have letters to indicate the effectiveness of 
the performance of the high school students. 

We need adults who are in town during the day to be available during the day. We 
need 16 to 24 trained people. To become a member of the squad you must be a 
resident of Marlborough or Harrisville, able to make runs, and be willing to take 
the required training, such as the Advanced First Aid course or the EMT course. 

We meet on the ist Wednesday of every month at the Fire Station in 
Marlborough at 7:30 p.m. Interested people may contact any member of the squad 
or a member of the Board of Directors. 

If the high school students go to Keene, without your help, we will go out of 
service.

THE HARRISVILLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Harrisville Conservation Commission meets the first Monday of each month 
at 7:30 P.M. at the Selectmen’s office. Meetings are open to the public and anyone 
is welcome to attend. 

Areas of most concern to the town have been defined as water quality, land use 
planning, waste disposal, and public education about conservation issues. On going 
programs exist in all of these areas. 

The commission has watched with great interest and has helped when asked, as 
a group of citizens have formed The Harrisville Pond Association. Lake 
associations have historically been the most effective groups in improving the 
water quality in New Hampshire lakes. They generally have a membership opened 
to all citizens who use a lake. 

In May, 1980 the Conservation Commission organized and sponsored its first 
annual clean up day. Volunteers picked up litter along all major roadways in town. 
Prizes were awarded for junk described as: the most valuable, the most unusual, 
and the largest single piece. 

One of the commission’s most important tasks this year has been the formation 
of a subcommittee to seriously study alternatives to the town dump. The State has 
determined that an alternative must be found and the Selectmen have charged the 
Conservation Committee with this responsibility. Members of the subcommittee 
are: Peter Temple, chair; Connie Boyd, Margaret Goodman, Lida Lieno, Lionel 
MacKenzie, and Mark Wheeler; who have been busy at work since August. 

Mark Gallop, a state sanitation engineer has consulted with us on the project. 
Our goal is to analyze all options and recommend the most economic, long range 
alternative to the town at the end of one year. 

The Harrisville Conservation Commission accepted the resignation of Lawrence 
W. Rathbun in December, 1980 and wishes to express gratitude for his many years 
of valuable service to the town. Mr. Rathbun will be residing in Portland, Oregon 
beginning in February, 1981.

HARRISVILLE ROUTE 101 COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Route 101 Committee continued to represent the town’s position of opposition 
to a relocated Route 101 around Dublin which passes through our town. At the 
State-Federal ‘‘Scoping Meeting”’ in April of 1980, we presented a letter stating our 
concerns and an unsuccessful request that any further consideration of a route 
alternative through Harrisville be stopped. We also prepared a large photograph 
showing the location of a road along the Beech Hill Ridge in the proposed B-3 
Corridor. We displayed this photograph at a public information meeting in August 
of 1980. 

We have met with both state and federal officials during the year and have 
recently prepared, at the request of the Federal Highway Administration, a 
detailed listing of our concerns about a road passing through Harrisville. Our hope 
is that our concerns will be fairly addressed in the Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement which is being prepared for the project and which will form the basis of 
a decision. That statement is expected to be published during the spring of 1981 and 
will be followed by a formal Corridor Hearing and corridor selection in the months 
that follow. 

We still feel that a Corridor selection which passes through Harrisville is not 
inevitable and we expect that the wishes of the town of Harrisville will not be 
ignored in the decision making process. We appreciate the efforts which many 
individuals have made on this issue and we thank them for their continued support. 
We believe that input by the town officials and by individual citizens has been and 
will continue to be an effective way of presenting our position to the highway of- 
ficials.

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REPORT OF SOUTHWEST REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


A real sense of accomplishment! 

This is and has been the key phrase regarding the work effort of the Southwest 
Region Planning Commission in 1980. A number of programs were undertaken in 
region economic development, land uses, public transportation, energy uses in- 
ventory, historic surveys, housing assistance plan — a basic document in support 
of applications for many federal funding programs, and establishment of a circuit 
rider program to help town selectmen and other officials. 

In a continuing program of technical assistance, the Commission assisted in the 
completion of 7 community comprehensive plans (and there are 19 in various 
stages of completion), and subdivision regulations and zoning ordinances. Region 
Planning Commission staff are considered staff of the member communities and 
answer numerous questions regarding planning legislation, review of difficult 
subdivision proposals, and assistance in completing funding applications and other 
research matters. 

The Commission’s staff also responds to numerous public and private inquiries 
concerning region economics and demographics. 

In 1980, there were 31 member towns, a good indication that in southwest New 
Hampshire regional planning has come a long way since its start with 10 member 
communities by their votes at March, 1971, town meetings. 

Intermittent work on the town’s comprehensive plan and other technical 
assistance was provided during 1980 by the planning commission. 

The Commission’s executive committee currently includes Frank Dierauf, Jr. of 
Greenfield, chairman; William Robertson of Nelson, vice chairman; John von 
Adler of Sharon, secretary; Timothy N. Robertson of Keene, treasurer; and two 
members-at-large, Peter Poanessa of Swanzey and Mary Jane Grasty of New 
Ipswich. 

The eight-member professional staff is headed by Executive Director Catherine 
M. Larson. They work from offices at 28 Mechanic Street in Keene, telephone 1-603- 
357-0557.

In mid-fall 1980, the Citizen’s Advisory Board members, assisted by the South- 
western N.H. Regional Planning Commission, developed a POLICY 
STATEMENT, which includes a series of policies, goals and objectives to achieve 
a ‘Comprehensive Plan’ for the town of Harrisville. 

Throughout the rest of the fall and winter, twice-monthly meetings have 
remained open to all who wished to participate in round-table discussions about 
how we would like to see our town develop. 

We have also been working with the Harrisville Citizens’ Questionnaire (winter 
1979), Soil Survey and Topographical maps, a 3-D map made by the Wells 
Memorial School Students and a ‘“‘sample’”’ map from the SW Regional Office, 
which has helped our committees to clarify the following goals: 

1-Keep the three existing population centers separate and protect their 
distinct characteristics. 

2-Maintain our social environment which attracts and serves our diver- 
sified populace. 

3-Preserve our historical and present characteristics which will permit 
greater internal self-reliance in the future. 

4-Protect our lake water and lakefront property. 

5-Keep our ruralness by not paving unnecessarily. 


Meanwhile, the Planning Board has expressed a critical state in terms of sub- 
divisions and related regulations. The Citizen’s Advisory Board members do not 
feel sufficiently prepared to recommend nor submit formal and specific or- 
dinances for the 1981 town meeting. 

Because of the urgent need for the well-thought through objectives and controls, 
we therefore urge the acceptance of a moratorium on sub-divisions until the 
adoption of a complete Comprehensive Plan by the town of Harrisville is ac- 
complished.

Tuesday, March 11, 1980 


The Harrisville School District meeting was opened at the Wells Memorial 
School at 10:00 A.M., by District Clerk Jane L. Dunn. The meeting was called to 
order, the school warrant was read, and the polls declared open for voting under 
Article 1. The meeting was recessed until 6:00 P.M., with the first order of business 
to be the election of a Moderator Pro-Tem. 

Article 1: To choose all necessary school district officers. Voting by Australian 
ballot. 

At 6:10 p.m. the meeting was reconvened by Clerk Jane Dunn. Under RSA 
197:19, nominations were made for Moderator Pro-Tem. Nominated was William 
House. Motion 2nd. Voted unanimously. 

Mr. House called the meeting to order and continued with the second school 
warrant. 

Article 1: To see what action the District will take to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the alteration and repair of Wells Memorial School sewerage 
disposal system and to determine if any such sums appropriated shall be raised by 
taxation, by transfer from available funds, by borrowing, by transfer from Capital 
Reserve Funds, or by any combination of these methods or to take any other action 
relating thereto. 

Moved to table this article, and be considered later at a special meeting when 
there are more facts and figures from the State. Motion 2nd., and so passed 
unanimously. 

Article 2: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or officers chosen, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Moved that the district set and place on file reports of agents, auditors and 
committees as found in the town report. 2nd., and so passed. 

Report of Study Committee appointed last year was given by Barbara Watkins, 
with the study to continue thru this year, with another report next year. Moved, 
2nd. and passed to accept this report. 

Article 3: To see if the District will vote to authorize the school board to make 
application for, and to accept and use in the name of the District such advances, 
Grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational purposes as may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, or 
any department or agency thereof, or any federal, state, or private agency. 

Motion made to accept as printed. 2nd., and so passed. 

Article 4: To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) to be deposited in the Capital Reserve Fund 
established by the District for the purpose of construction, alteration, recon- 
struction, equipping or acquisition of land or land and buildings for school pur- 
poses. 

Moved to table the motion, 2nd. Discussion held. The vote to table and pass-over 
was negative. 

It was then moved ‘“‘that the district authorize the School Board to transfer all or 
any portion of its unencumbered surplus funds, if any, remaining on hand at the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1980 to the capital reserve fund established by the 
District for the purpose of construction, alteration, reconstruction, equipping or 
acquisition of land or land and buildings for school purposes.’’ This motion was 
then withdrawn and a new motion made. 

‘“‘That the district authorize the School Board to transfer all or any portion of its 
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unencumbered surplus funds, if any, remaining on hand from a transfer from the 
Capital Reserve Fund, at the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1980 to the capital 
reserve fund established by the District for the purpose of construction, alteration, 
reconstruction, equipping or acquisition of land or land and buildings for school 
purposes.”’ 

This motion was 2nd., and so passed. 

Article 5: It was moved that the District raise and appropriate the sum of 
$276,126 for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers and 
agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District. Motion was 
2nd. Discussion held, and moved by Mr. Parker to increase the budget by $3,000 to 
a total of $279,126, using the extra monies added to install storm windows on the 
school building. This motion 2nd. Discussion held. The motion passed for the 
$279,126 budget, with only 1 nay. 

Article 6: To choose agents and committees in relation to any subject embraced 
in this warrant. Passed over. 

Article 7: To transact any other business which may legally come before this 
meeting. It was moved that next year the school meeting and polls open at the 
same time as the town meeting and polls open, and not at 10:00 A.M. again. 

Moved to recess to the termination of the town meeting, 2nd. and passed.

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


The 1979-80 school year presented numerous challenges for your school district 
and its staff. The ever increasing inflation rate has made itself felt in all the goods 
and services purchased by the school district. The staff has worked hard and long 
to maintain a quality education for our children in the face of ever increasing 
prices. This has proved to be difficult in that costs for some educational supplies 
are budgeted one year prior to purchasing. The staff is to be congratulated for 
their efforts. 

The student testing program is in its second year of operation. All students were 
given a full range achievement test in the spring of 1980. These tests were used to 
evaluate the programs for the 1979-80 school year and for the planning of the 1980- 
81 school year. Parents are encouraged to meet with their child’s teacher to review 
the results of these achievement tests which will be given on an annual basis. 

The Accountability Testing Committee has developed and administered tests in 
the areas of mathematics and social studies in Grades 5, 8, and 11. The results of 
these tests will be distributed to your school board and made public for comment 
and review. The Language Arts Accountability tests are now being developed and 
will be administered to the students in the spring of 1981. 

The administration will present to the school board and general public a 
management plan using the results received from the accountability testing 
program. This management plan will outline any changes in curriculum or 
methodology which may be required as a result of these tests. 

The towns’ Curriculum Council has developed a draft of a Language Arts 
Curriculum Continuum for Grades 1 through 8. This guide will be distributed to all 
town teachers in September of 1980, and will be used as a pilot curriculum guide for 
the 1980-81 school year. These guides will be reviewed during the summer of 1981 
using comments received from all teachers. The Language Arts Curriculum Guide 
will then be presented to all town school boards in August of 1981 for their adoption 
as the Language Arts Curriculum Guide for Grades 1 through 8. 

The towns’ Curriculum Council will begin work on a Mathematics Curriculum 
Guide in the spring of 1981. This guide will be implemented during the 1982-83 
school year. 

Your staff and administration are deeply involved in improving the quality of 
education offered to our children. We believe that a school either improves or 
becomes poorer — it seldom just “‘holds its own.”’ No school or school system is so 
good that it cannot improve. 

We wish to thank the school board and staff for their aid and cooperation in the 
past year. We also appreciate their willingness to devote the long hours which are 
necessary to manage and operate an effective school system.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


This past year has brought pride and satisfaction to the staff and children at 
Wells Memorial School. The atmosphere in the school is positive and purposeful. 
Children are eager to learn, and generous in their caring for one another. Our 
efforts to educate the whole child — socially, emotionally and physically as well as 
academically — continue to bear fruit. The proof is in the pudding — kids like 
school. 

Academically, the staff has strived for consistent, improved instruction. This 
fall, we adopted a new reading series which is working out well. A representative 
from Wells Memorial has been serving with teachers from other schools in N.H. 
School Administrative Unit 29 on the Curriculum Council to develop a unified skills 
continuum in Language Arts. The 5th grade performed well in Accountability 
Testing for mastery of basic skills in reading, math and social studies. Results for 
Wells Memorial students in standardized achievement testing compare favorably 
with regional and national norms. Programs in physical education, art and 
creative movement, and environmental education are vital parts of the total 
curriculum. Numerous local field trips, as well as visits to the New England 
Aquarium, Boston Children’s Museum and the Museum of Transportation, 
enhance the overall program. 

Working closely with the Monadnock Children’s Center, the staff provides 
special education services to youngsters with learning disabilities. In addition, the 
Children’s Center screens incoming first graders for potential learning difficulties. 
The Harrisville School continues to provide a solid Kindergarten and Readiness 
experience for Harrisville children. The value of this early childhood education is 
clearly felt. 

This past year, the orientation of 6th graders to Keene Junior High School was 
expanded to ease the transition from Harrisville to Keene. Reports indicate this 
was helpful in making this significant adjustment. 

The Parent-Teacher group sponsored the 1st Annual School Fair in June. It was 
a festive event of major proportions thanks to the hard work of parents and 
members of the community. In addition to having a great time, we raised over 
$600, enabling the school to purchase a new 16 mm film projector and physical 
education equipment, as well as funding several other special projects. Work is 
already underway to make this year’s fair even better. 

The fine appearance of the building and grounds reflects the diligent care of 
custodian Lionel MacKenzie. The building has never looked better. The addition of 
inside storm windows and careful monitoring of building temperature have 
realized considerable savings on the fuel bill.
